Sooratea, speaking of pulic men and mat 
tors affecting the ])tibiic welfare of nation?, 
Bail], and with considerable) truth, that the 
happiest mortals wore those whoso own af- 
fairs kept them fully occupied, and who 
could got ihroagh life without being called 
upon to iatormedOio in affairs of state, but 
that thoso only who took upon themselves 
the burden of legislation or nomo other pub- 
lic work, deserved well of their fallow-oroa- 
turc3." AVe are not prepared to go quite so 
far as the Grecian philosopher, for in these 
modern times it seeir, i to be not impossible 
for men, Who would not come within the 
above category, to be worthy of the esteem 
and praiso of their neighbors. In colonies, 
however, it must be acknowledged that those 
who voluntarily take a part in building up 
the general prosperity of their country and 
lend their aid to frame laws for the mainten- 
ance of order and the preservation of good 
government in the laud, are the men whose 
names in future history will be connected 
with the colony in which they live, and ac- 
cording to theiraots will they receive the meed 
of praise or censure. Different motives 
influence those who are induced to leave the 
comforts of private life to lake a part in the 
aettve strife and turmoil of politics. Some 
ficek, alone, tho good of their fellow-oitizons, 
and sacrifice their own leisure and ease with 
the sole aim of assisting to establish and | ro- 
moto commercial prosperity of their country, 
influenced by the voice of th-'ir friends, who, 
sensible of the qualities which have proved 
successful in private business, invite them to 
take part in public affair?, ^ome of the host 
men in all ages have entered into political 
life without, at tlx- outsat, any ambition be- 
yond that of doing good. Others there are 
who, in whatever station their lot may be 
cast,- are never free from tho promptings of 
ambition to distinguish themselves, and 
whatever they are called up in to do, must be 
done in the front ranks. Such men usually 
make good soldiers, but are not always able 
tactician", and their BUCCess in politics will 
mainly depend upon the course which they 
adopt at the outset of their pualic career. I 
Few men who have taken up politics to satisfy 
the cravings id ambition, cm take an un- 
biassed view of public aifairs. A party 
spirit is infused into all their actions, which 
influences their whole life, and it mainly de- 
pends upon the party to which they uttach 
themselves, whether or not tho course of 
their public life shall ha beneficial to the 
country. Some few there are who enter into 
public life as an adjunct to their private busi- 
ness, and with a view to their own aggran- 
disement. It is not a necesHary consequence 
that these •' adventurers in political science" 
should make bad law givers. The identity 
of their own interests with those of the coun- 
try in which they live, will in general keep 
them from going very far from wrong ; but 
their views are frequuently cramped and con- 
fined. The public weal, if not in their own 
opinion, subservient to their own private in 
teres!, is so iutimately connected with it, that 
they will not readily acknowledge the sound- 
ness of any political views which seem to 
their narrow imagination to militate against 
their own individual interests. 

In all young coios, thoso who aro con- 
nected in business with the country of their 
adoption, and who have sufficient interest 
in its prosperity, to nw'.;j the public 
welfare of us much conseque

Editor British Colonist — Sib: — If one 
may judgu by the large quantity of fruit that 
is brought into this market from Washing- 
ton Territory, California, and other places, 
nnd the ready sale it meets with ul fair pri- 
ces, orcharding odors one of tho best and 
most certain investments that can engage 
the attention of either the landholder or 
firmer ol this or the neighboring colony. Our 
Soil and climate are tho native homo of many 
of the choicest fruits. The apple, pear, 
plum and cherry, flourish most luxuriantly, 
both hero and in tho sister colony, and un- 
der a judicious system of planting there can 
be no doubt as good returns can be obtained 
from orchards in this Island and Iiritish Co- 
lumbia as from any pan of the neighboring 
territory, where they are known to bring 
handsome incomes. 

liut the above named fruits ara not tho 
only ones that flourish here. The apricot in 
some situations bears, even as a standard, 
and when plauted against iho rocks iu well 
chosen situations it will prove, liku the 
peach, highly prolific. Tho hardy kinds of 
grapes will answer also planted on the lower 
par's or the south side of the rockf. but car« 
should he taken to keep the canes fastened 
down close to the face of the rocks and open 
to lliu sun's direct rays. Tho Lawton black- 
berry in famous with our American friends as 
an excellent and profitable fruit, producing 
extraordinary large crops of flno oi/ed berries 
and combining do hear for several week?, in- 
tervening 'netween the raspberry and the cik- 
rant'ar.'U^.rger fruits. The general prolilie- 
tiess nnd superior quality ol tin) fruits culti- 
vated iu these colonies render them eminently 
suited for making preserves, Trie chief 
difficulty that t!;e intending orchardist has 
to guard Bgainsl is iho purchasing of inferior 
varieties ol" trees. Unfortunately, at present, 
wo have no established nurseries for him to 
procure reliable stock from. Quantities of 
the imported trees ore unreliable, both as lo 
name and quality, and In so.no instances 
they are but seedlings or improperly grafted 
kinds, the fruit of such generally will prove 
scarcely belter than the wild stock, or crab. 
The vexation, together wilh tlio luss cl time 
and money resulting lo the buyer of such 
plants can be guarded against by purchasing 
only from men of known skill and integrity. 
The thanks of all lovers of fruits nro duo to 
that excellent counoisseur, Mr. Pritdhard, for 
importing last season so Gnu and c'.ioicu a 
collodion of fruit trees into this colony,

Editor British Colon tst — Sn: : — On 
glancing over your valuable paper somo lime 
ago, I noticed a loiter ouliiE subject ui a Lite- 
rary Institute, signed " Australian Miner," 
and cs I jappeu to be acLuninle.l with lhat 
individual, 1 took the liberty to ask him bow 
ha would carry his nu^go-ti.iBS into practice, 
und tin? is his answer : •• 1 wwuld, as I stated 
in niy letter, petition His Excellency the. 
Governor , through our city members, for a 
■rant of tho silo in GjVernment stieet, 
and in tho event of tho prayer of the petition 
being granted, call upon the architects for 
designs, and after making my choice and as- 
certaining the estimated co^i call a public mee- 
ting through the Mayor, and th.'re and then 
appoint a collector for each city ward, to go 
round to every homo and receive what they 
o.inalloid lo contribute towards tho erection 
of the building. Now, on the supposition 
that in Victoria wa have 5,000 inhabitants, 
and eatdi individual contributes One dollar — 
which I consider a low estimate for such 
nil object, especially when wo recollect that 
we bavu somo veiy liberal, open hearted 
g.'iitlomuii am dig lis, and who can well 
aford, und who who would probably 
givo, some a hundred dollars, others fifty 
dollars, twenty, etc., 1 would again apply 
to the Government to make up the remainder. 
And if they study their own interests und 
the .welfare ol the Colony they will rondily 
accede to such a request, and for this reison ; 
il will bo the means of retaining a greater 
number of minors and other individuals in 
the city during the winter ,iud as n matter of 
cunrse, their money also. I have frequently 
heard men curse Iho place, simply because 
they havo no place to which Ihuy can go lo 
spend a leisure hour in rational eujoym tut and 
it is impossible for any ono to know, much 
less desaiibe, the dreadful monotony [hose 
porsoua feel who aro obliged to walk the 
streets uay after day, and which too often 
causes men to i-n far forget themselves as to 
lose that self- rospeet and self-control which 
they otherwise would have, lindi c more 
favorable circumstances; for ihey are actu- 
ally, by force of adverse circumstances, 
driven i.ito vice ami vicious associations 
against thoir better judgment. But I must 
uow revert to iIm building. We have been 
supposing that £">000 has been contributed 
by the people, und another S.*;0l)l) by tlio 
Government— lhat makes Slu.OUO; and I 
should think that would baild a good »ub- 
slanlial brick building, of two stories, suffi- 
ciently oapacioua for the lower ona to con- 
lain the library, reading room and museum, 
and tlio upper one as the committee may 
devise, either as a lecture-room Ol subdivided 
into offices and lot out at sueh a rental as 
would pay the librarian and perhaps supply, 
in addition, the library wilh ue vspapers mid 
periodicals. Then there is the library. 
Well, you remember, J'io, when I was con- 
nected with the Sunday school on Beudigo, 
that 1 proposed to the committee that wo 
should have a library in connection with the 
school, and they objected, on iho ground 
that they bad no funds for the purpose, but I 
told thorn 1 could devise a plan so as to 
raise a library, ami lhat was to go round 
amongst tho people and receive what they 
were willing to give ; and laud another did 
so, and some gave us money and others gave 
hooks, so that wo had a very good library 
within a month; and I would say to the 
Committee ol the Literary Institute : " Go, 
und do thou likewise."

A Few European Statistics. 

The British Government has just published 
a " Blue Hook," with tho title " Statistical 
Tables relating to Foreign Countries," from 
which some interesting figures may bn glean- 
ed. It appears that Belgium has the densest 
population, 1183 person* to tho Bquaro mile. — 
I'lnglan I, without Wales, has ,')77 ; Wurtem- 
herg, 3TZ ; Holland, 280 ; Russia has but 10 
persons lo the square mile, and stands at tho 
bottom of Iho liit. If we follow the list up, 
we find that Norway has 12 persons lo the 
square mile ; Sweden, 2* ; Greeoe, OB ; 
Spain, 8.9 ; Poland, 91 ; Moldavia, 100 ; Por- 
lugal, Kid-; Denmark, 119 ; Switzerland, 161; 
Prussia, 100 ; France, 170 ; and Bruuswick, 
19-1. 

In Prussia the nianipges in a year aro 1 in 
every 106 of the population, nnd the births 1 
in 2-}. ■ lt| Russia |lio marriages are I in 111, 
ami ihe birllie 1 iu 25. In A-UStria the mar- 
riages are 1 in 117, and the births 1 in 2-1. 
In France the niurringes are I in 123, and 
die births only 1 iu 3d. In England the 
proportion nf marriages is 1 in 123, and ol 
births 1 in 28— greatly different from Franco. 
In Norway the proportion of marriages is 1 in 
121; in Hanover, 1 iu 123;. in Holland nnd 
Denmark, 1 in 129 ; in Sweden, I in 135; in 
Spain, 1 in 141; in Bavaria, 1 in 1G0 ; and 
in Greece, only 1 iu 174. 

Tho Poles appe.ir to bo the moBt prolific 
people in Europe, Ihe births tl|ero being 1 to 
every 23 of the population. In Wurtemburg 
iho births are ns 1 in 26 ; 1 in 29 in Spain 
and Bavaria; 1 iu 30 in Belgium, Holland 
nnd Norway ; I in 32 in Sweden ; I in 33 
in Hanover, the H.mso Towns and Denmark ; 
I in 34 in Greece. 

In regard to the costliness of Government, 
Great Britain takes the load. Englishmen 
pay at the rale of thirteen dollars and twenty- 
lire cents per head for being governed ; tho 
Swiss pay but ono dollar and seventy oents 
per head fur tho same < onvonienee. The 
French, pay a 1 it l Iu nuro than ten dollars par 
head, unci our worthy ntioestors, tho Holland- 
ers pay, without grumbling, twelve dollars 
and n quarter. 

If the national debt of G.oat Britain were 
equally divided nmnng the population, every 
mail, woman and child would own one hun- 
dred and forty dullars; Switzerland has no 
public dobt. The Fronoh owe about sixty- 
flye dollars, and tlio Russians about twenty- 
two dollars per head.

Polish Items. 

Forty-one ladies, some only fifteen years of 
age, were arrested in Warsaw one night. 
Two convoys, with 650 prisoners, have lelt 
the citadel on their way lo Siberia; The ex- 
asperation of Ihe populace is extreme. 

Letters received from Warsaw lo tho 28th 
o r October announce that ihu Russians con« 
tinue to make numerous arrests during the 
flight. The prisuuors ere tukuu to Iho cila- 
del. During the day the police urrast and 
search the passeugers in the streets; and 
women who weur mourning uro arrested in 
the Streets nnd conducted lo the barracks. 

Tho perpetual searchings of people walking 
in the street are conducted in the most abomi- 
nable manner. Evun ladles l)f every age and 
class urn not exempt from these revisions, 
•and their clothes are searched without tho 
BllghtOSt regard to decency by tho Russian 
plRcors. These searches lake place even at 
l ie railway station, whero the oliioers of the 
Russian gendarmerie, among whom one 
Kubierski has particularly-distinguished him- 
self by bis brutality, subject young and 
modest women lo the strieteit revision, out- 
raging, both by word und action, the most 
sauied toolings of their sex. 

The Posen Gazette publishes the following 
intelligence from Warsaw, under date of Oct. 
2.1 : — " At tun o'clock this morning, thu 
pace flruybow, one of the most pupuluus 
parts of Warsaw, was the soene of four fresh 
executions. I he condemned — Trzaski, Gor- 
ski, Chojuucki, and Biolkiewioz — met their 
tiie with calm resolution, the result of tho 
consciousness of the saoredness of the cause 
for whicn they died. They were hung one 
n I lo r i lie other — a quarter of uu hour having 
elapsed between iho hanging of the first and 
tho last. The bodies were left on tlie gibbet 
till noon, when they were placod indung-earts 
und conveyed lo iho oilodel. During the 
xeculioti the soldiers, in addition to their 
ordinary weap:ns, were armed with sticks, 
and Ihe Cossacks beat wilh whips ihe peo- 
ple, who were dissolved in tears. The rage 
and exasperation of tlm people aro extreme, 
and nothing but the continuous efforts of Iho 
National Government prevents them from 
taking a bloody revenge, The greater the 
oppression the more the indignation of the 
masses is roused. The Official Journal, afior 
briefly announcing the fuel of these execu- 
tions, add-, ' order was not lor a moment 
disturbed.' " 

A private letter from Wilna slates tint 
pillage, executions and transportation to Si- 
beria arc e.irriod on without intermission. 
The two Mou raviolis, father and son, con- 
tinue the wink ol devastation. They have 
deprived all Poles of their civil employments, 
and replaced them by Russians, and oven by 
Cossacks. A Colonel of Cossacks was sent, 
by the younger Mouravieff into the district of 
Russienie wilh a mission to ascertain tha 
feeling of tho inhabitants and to imprison 
Ihe suspected. Iu Iho coiuso of fifteen days 
the Cossack imprisousd 3nt) landed propiiu- 
tars, and laid waste the entire district. 
All the cattle were carried away and divi- 
ded, or sold to lliu first bidder. The wheat 
crop was destroyed under fool, and ull fur- 
niture of any valtiu was carried away for the 
Colonel. The razzia was made under tho 
protection of u strong body of Iroops.and Iho 
furniture which could not be Ci.riied away, 
was destroyed. Among oilier landed pro- 
prietors who suffered is Iho Princess Oginska, 
whose 'estate of Pretow was pillaged and 
laid waste, and those of M. Hyssa- 
row, (of Prussian descent,) and the 
Counts Plater wore completely plun- 
dered and after the troops had had their 
share, the remainder was sold to the peasants. 
The Cossack Colonel fir<t made prisoners of 
all tho servants on Ihe several estates. Tho 
Russian ollicers are weli supplied with the 
plate, carriages, and horses of tho landed 
proprietors The contribution ol 10 per cent, 
imposed on ihe landed proprietors is levied in 
tho most unjust manner ; some pay only 5 
per cent., while others havo to give their 
entire income. In tho dislriol of RosQsoi 
and government of Kowno thoro was scarcely 
anything left for the tax collectors. No 
so uior was the 10 per cent, levied on the 
lauded proprietors than they were called en 
lo supply the Cosseeks with 100 horses, said 
to have been stuluii from thorn. It is further 
said that the landed proprietors are to be 
forced to pay for the arms and money cap- 
tured by the insurgents. 

The Russians were defeated by tho insur- 
gents under liosuk, on the liSth of Ootobir, 
between Ulntiiebrik and Ivielce. Wierzbicki 
had un engagement with ilia Russians on the 
26ih of October, at Gososeraoow, in tho 
palatinate of Lull in, which terminated lo 
his »d vantage Many engagements havo 
taken place in Ihe district of Opoczno, pala- 
tinate of Rudoin. A later despatch says : 
'■ Czdcho .vskie and Chmionski have effected 
a junction in the mountains of St. Kryz, In 
the palatinate of Cracow. Rochebrun and 
Cornorowski have had a successful acii -n 
with the Russians in the palatinate of Lubliu, 
Tho railway eonirqunicalioq hfltwcpil Sj:ior- 
njeryioe and Warsaw is interrupted " 

The insurgent corps, numbering, it is said, 
GOO infantry and 230 cavalry, which advanced 
on Sunday into Volhynia, having been 
prossgd by the Russians, laid down iheir arms 
on Monday in ihe district of Zolkiew, in Ga- 
lieia. Pour hundred nun, wilh arms and 
munitions and upwards of 100 horses, sur- 
rendered to the Auslrians. 

Dr. Wimship Raises Twentt-six IIun- 
piiKu PovKi;H.--I:r. tj-eorgo Wiqshln, the 
tiron< n man of Boston, now raises daily ibe 
extraordinary weight of twenty six hundred 
pounds. His opeiating rooms under the old 
Park street Church, Boston, are daily 
thronged with the curious, as well as thosu 
who ste dosirouq of learning tho art of how- 
to be strong, tn one corner of the room 
stands his famous lifting machine. This con- 
sists of a s ilid frame-work of wood seven 
(est in h^igbl, with a platform about half way 
up, tipoq which the Doctor stands to go 
through his daily exercise. A shoulder bur 
and a ijuantity of leather straps and bunds 
form iho harness with which the feat is per- 
formed. Under the platform the weights are 
suspended. These are composed of broad 
iron plates of a circular form, resting one 
upon the other, and held together by means 
ol a stout iiou rod running through tha oeq- 
tro of eaoh, Surrouuding tliest-«pinies ara 
loqg, slim bars of iron, running transversely, 
and made to bo detached or joined to Iho 
main body. They aro arranged in ibis man* 
nor so as to graduate tho weight, or.p being 
added no often as is required by the increas- 
ing strength of the practitioner. They are 
each of 25 pounds weight. The wholo body 
uf iron suspondud iu this manner, and which 
is raised daily by Dr. Winship, is 2,000 lbs, 
Dr. Winship thinks he shall oontinue his ex- 
periment until he can raiso 3,000 1100,11,!$, 
This, he heljovos, if the practical Hunt f or
